CLARA, 
Cal.— Earth­ 
quakes not only will be predicted in 
the future,' but actually have been 
forecast in the past, ss id Father 
Jerome S. Ricard, S. J., director of 
the University of Santa Clara ob­ 
servatory, in answer to an assertion 
made in Washington recently by 
Dr. Thomas A. Jagger, Jr., govern­ 
ment scientist, that continued study 
of seismological data will enable 
scientists to send out warnings of 
the approach of tremblers. 
Father Ricard, noted as a weath­ 
er prophet, is known, as "the Padre 
of the Rains” and his theory of the 
relation of sun-spots to the weath­ 
er has attracted wide attention. 
"Earthquakes,” 
he 
contended; 
"were first predicted by Marchand, 
a Frenchman, 25 years ago, by 
means of sunspots. Unfortunately he 
died without perfecting his system, 
and as usual his idea was greatly 
ridiculed. 
"W e took up the same idea here 
at Santa Clara and tested it until 
1914. Our findings were that a sun­ 
spot crossing the central meridian, 
or happening in the vicinity, east 
or west, always synchronized with 
accounts of earthquakes somewhere 
on the globe given out by the pres3. 
Professor Albert Porta, of this ob­ 
servatory, became imbued with the 
findings and continued the study 
until his death last year.” 
Professor Porta’s death determin­ 
ed Father Ricard to 
resume 
the 
study of predicting earthquakes. 
Of the attitude of the public and 
even of the scientific world toward 
the theory advanced by Marchand, 
the Jesuit astronomer said: "It is 
hard for the layman, professed phy­ 
sicist though he be, to see a casual 
nexus, or connection, between suh- 
spots and earthquakes, or sun-spots 
aud weather. But this proves only 
the limitation of the human mind 
and its great ignorance, even among 
scienists.” 
According to Father Ricard, Mar­ 
chand was not the only astronomer 
to see the relation between earth­ 
quakes and sun-spots. Some time 
before 1900 Hugh Clements in Lon 
don held firmly that earthquakes 
were caused by Hit1 joint action of 
the sun and the moon. On this idea 
Clements explained the great earth 
quakes, particularly the disastrous 
Lisbon trembler. 
Father Ricard 
also 
announced 
that he had begun the study of the 
possible relation of the moon to 
the direction of storms, lf it is 
found, he explained, that the moon 
has influence on atmospheric tides 
capable of inducing barometric rises 
and falls along certain lines of the 
earth, the new study should aid 
in long-range forecasting.

A few days before Mr. Ford said: 
“I will not be a candidate against 
him oh any ticket, whatsoever,’’ 
Ford petitions, circulated through­ 
out the state were presented to the 
secretary of state as the candidate 
for the regular Democratic prefer­ 
ential choice. Having got this far, 
the Democratic leaders came to an 
abrupt halt with Mr. Ford’s 
an­ 
nouncement that he was for Cool­ 
idge. 
But they could not withdraw the 
name, as the Taw specifically states 
that only the candidate himself has 
this right, once the petitions are 
presented and accepted. To date, 
Mr. Ford has not withdrawn his 
name and has given no inkling that 
he intends to. Thus the Democratic 
backers of Mr. Ford 
found 
them­ 
selves in the unenviable position of 
having agitated and consummated 
the candidacy of a man whose ex­ 
pressed sympathies are all with the 
opposition. 
While 
President 
Coolidge 
has 
been named as the preference of 
Governor Alex J. 
Groesbeck 
and 
Burt D. Cady, chairman of the Re­ 
publican 
state 
committee, 
United 
States Senator Hiram W. Johnson 
has whipped an organization into 
shape, named his county and state 
managers, established 
his 
head­ 
quarters and named Micnigan as a 
battle ground by making one of 
his first campaign speeches here. 
Johnson supporters recall that Mich­ 
igan expressed its presidential pref­ 
erence for the California Senator in 
1920 and they say that that favor­ 
able sentiment still exists.
